NEW YORK, April 30.—The 
stock market closed irregularly 
higher today after a session marked 
with frequent shifts of speculative 
ntiment.

: copper siocks and some of 
e leading rails were hammered 
to new low levels for the year, but 
weakness. of these issues was offset 
by the buoyancy of a varied assort- 
ment of high-priced specialties and 
the strength of a number of public 
utility, amusement, food’and other 
shares, 

The market was foreed to con- 
tend with a number of unfavorable 
news developments, including a cut 
in the prices of pig iron and steel 
disappointing freight 
traffic statistics, persistent rumors 
of an early cut in copper prices 
and a reduction in the annual divi- 
dend on the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion from $5 to $4 annually. 

Pig iron prices were cut 50 cents 
a ton in the Chicago district, and 
the weekly Iron Age review stated 
that “price weakness in iron and 
woe] has become more pro- 
Mo ncod.” Steel ingot production 
is estimated at 78 per cent of ca- 
pacity as against

BILL TO BAR SERVICE CARS 
_ IS SUBMITTED TO ALDERMEN 


Measure Would Prohibit Their Operation in 
Business Streets—Bus Employes 
Are Sponsoring Measure. 


A bill to prohibit operation of so- 
called jitneys or service, cars in the 
congested business districts was in- 
troduced in the Board of Aldermen 
today by Alderman Studt at the 
request cf Oliver T. Remmers, an 
attorney and chairman of the Elec- 


tion Board. 

Remmers, who represented the 
employes of the People’s Motor Bus 
Co., in their recent strike, said he 
acted at the request of the bus em- 
ployes’ union which is sponsoring 
the bill with the co-operation of. 
officers of the street car employes’ 
union. 

The bill would, make it unlawful 
to operate a vehicle for hire carry- 
ing less *han 10 passengers and 
without a meter on certain de- 
scribed streets. The forbidden area 
includes practically all of the cen- 
tral downtown district’ east of 
Twelfth. boulevard and between 
Market street and Franklin ave- 
nue, and also Grand boulevard be- 


tween Laclede avenue and Morgan 
street. 

The result of this bill, if it be- 
comes an ordinance, would be to 
abolish the service cars, since the 
field for them is carrying passen- 
gers between downtown and resi- 
dential districts. Abolition of the 
service cars has been recommended 
by R. F. Kelker Jr., engineer for 
the Transportation Survey Commis- 
sion, and by the Commission’s com- 
mittee on co-ordination of street 
cars and busses, conditioned, how-. 
ever, on the operation of fast ex- 
press bus service by the bus com- 
pany as a substitute. 

In an interview published in the 
Post-Dispatch recently Richard W. 
Meade, president of the People’s 
Motor Bus Co., told of his com- 
pany’s plans to operate fast de luxe 
busses, if the service cars were 
abolished. 

Alderman Studt’s bill carries an 
emergency clause which would 


‘make it effective at once, if passed 


and approved by the Mayor.

“Pathologists and surgeons who 
have investigated the method ex- 
press nothing but profound disar- 
pointment with both the cuiinic3l 
and the pathological results. These 
experts indicate that postmortcm 
examinations, which have been 
made in\at—least 30 cases, 10 not 
reveal any definite specific de- 
struction of cancer tissue or evi- 
dence that the progress o: the 
spread of cancer in the bodies of 
the afflicted patients has b-en re- 
tarded.”

“The Widow in the Bye-Street,” 
1912, and “Dauber,” 1913. His 
most famous novel is “Sard 
Harker.” Masefield is 55 years old 
and has a wife and two children.

E. O. Appel, Secretary of 
Three Allied Insurance 
Firms at Highland, IIl., 


Disappears. 


Authorities of Madison County 
were asked today by officers of 
three allied insurance companies at 
Highland, Ill., to arrest Edward O. 
Appel, secretary of the companies, 
who left Highland yesterday when 
a committee of officers of the com- 
panies called on him and informed 
him they intended to examine his 
books. Charles Rozier, vice presi- 
dent of two of the companies, told 
the authorities there was an appar- 
ent shortage of between $15,000 
and $20,000 in Appel’s accounts. 

“Certainly,” Appel said, whe 
the committee called. “Wil. you 
excuse me for just a moment” 
"hore is something I want to do at 
home.” He walked to his home, 
two doors away, emerged aiter a 
few minutes, entered his avtomo- 
bile and drove rapidly away. He 
has not been heard from sie. 

The officers’ committee, com- 
posed of John Leef, president of 
the Helvetia Mutual Township Fire 
Insurance Co., and the Helvetia 
Mutual Relief and Assistance Fire 
Insurance Co.; Edward Knobel, 
président of the Helvetia Mutual 
Dwelling House Fire Insurance 
Co., and Rozier, vice president of 
the first two companies, then went 
to a Highland bank where the in- 
surance companies kept securities 
in safety deposit boxes. 

They found that $9000 in Liberty 
bonds and $2500 in other bonds 
were missing, Rozier said. The 
balance of the discrepancy, Rozier 
asserted, was made up of cash col- 
lected by the insurance companies 
since last Dec. 1, when Appel’s 
books were audited and found ac- 
curate. 

Rozier said suspicion was aroused 
against Appel several weeks ago 
when a Highland banker mentioned 
to Leef that Appel had posted se- 
curities of the insurance compa- 
nies as collateral for a $2000 per- 
sonal loan. Leef rebuked Appel 
for this, Rozier added, but the 
matter was dropped when the sec- 
retary agreed to repay the loan, 
and return the securities. 

Later when Leef, Rozier and 
Knobel discussed the incident they 
decided to make a complete exami- 
nation of Appel’s accounts. They 
went to the offices of the com- 
panies in Highland last Monday, 
Rozier said, but found a note signed 
by Appel, relating that he had gone 
to Greenville, Ill., on business and 


would not return until Tuesday. 


Appel is about 45 years old, mar- 
ried and the father of two chil- 
dren. He is a native of Highland, 
but lived for a time in Chicago, re- 
turning about seven years ago to 
become secretary for the insurance 
companies. His father, the late 
Louis Appel, had been secretary of 
the campanies and was Postmaster 
at Highland. 

Appel’s reputation for probity 
has been unchallenged in his home 
town. He has been regarded as a 
successful business man and is a 
member of the German Evaageli- 
cal Church choir.

NOLTE JUSTIFIES 
CUT IN CHILDREN'S 
GUARDIANS. FUND 


Comptroller Avers Amount 


Appropriated Has 
Doubled in 7 Years —All 


Requests Had to Be Pared 


HE AND MAYOR > 
REDUCED BUDGET 


Neun Voted Against $14,- 
688 Slash After Aldermen 
Had Fixed Amount at 
$232,688. 


Comptroller Nolte today accepted 
full responisbility for the refusal 
of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment yesterday to ,;accept 
the recommendation of the Board 
of Aldermen to increase the appro- 


priation for the Board of Children’s 
Guardians for the fiscal year just 
starting from $218,000 to $232,688. 

August E, Brooker, chairman of 
a citizens’ committee sponsoring 
the request of the Board of Chil- 
drén’s Guardians for more money, 
had made public a letter to Mayor 
Miller condemning the Board of 
Estimate’s refusal. The Mayor and 
Nolte, comprising a majority of 
the Board of Estimate vote 
against the recommendation to in- 
crease the appropriation, but the 
third member, President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen, voted 
for it. 

The Board of Aldermen, at its 
meeting today, unanimously passed 
a resolution indorsing Neun for hig 
vote, in the Board of Estimate, on 
the Children’s Guardians item. 
Alderman Wimer, presenting the 
resolution, condemned the power 
given to two men, the Mayor and 
Comptroller, to stand in the way of 
the public will Alderman Schwartz 
said two men should not have m:ore 
power than 29, meaning the Board 
of Aldermen, and Alderman Neu 
said the Charter should be amend- 
ed to reduce the power of the two 
officials as to appropriations. 

The allowance for the Board of 
Children’s Guardians has doubled 
in the last seven years, Nolte point- 
ed out today. It was $108,691 in 
1923 and $204,155 last year. This 
year the board requested $232,688. 
but the Board of Estimate, which 
had to pare the requests of all 
city departments by more than §$2,- 
500,000 in the aggregate and still 
had a $200,000 deficit left, provid- 
ed only $218,000 for the Board of 
Chiddren’s Guardians in the budget 
bill presented to the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

Suggests Diverting $14,688. 

After eliminating most of the 
budget appropriation for the Ef- 
ficiency Board, which it desires to 
wipe out, the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday proposed to the Board of 
Estimate that $14,688 of the money 
which thus might be saved be di- 
verted to the Board of Children’s 
Guardians. The Board of Alder- 
men may cut or strike out appro- 
priations but has no authority to 
increase them. 

Nolte’s reason for opposing the 
allowance of the extra $14,688 for 
the Board of Children’s Guardians, 
he explained, was that the original 
sum of it in the budget represented 
approximately the same percentage 
of increase over last year’s provi- 
sion as was given other city de- 
partments, and he did not feel that 
an increase out of proportion with 
the others should be given one de- 
partment, 

Mayor Miller acted on WNolte’s 
recommendation yesterday in 
voting to sustain the original $2138,- 
000 appropriation, Nolte said. It 
is not definitely decided that the 
money appropriated for the Ef- 
ficiency Board can be diverted to 
other purposes anyway, Nolte 
pointed out, as a decision on this 
point is awaited from the City 
Counselor. 

Brooker Lives in County. 

The Board of Children’s Guar- 
dians was not represented at the, 
recent public hearings ‘on the bud- 
get bill, Nolte declared, although 
its spokesmen appeared before the 
Board of Estimate in private ses- 
sions and interviewed officials pri- 
vately. . 

“rT notice,” said Nolte, “that the 
gentleman who signed the letter to 
the Mayor (Brooker) is a resident 
of St. Louis County. It’s my opin- 
ion that St. Louis taxpayers should 
be the ones to advise city officials 
how to spend the city’s money.” 

rooker, in his letter to the 
Mayor, said the citizens’ committee 
was at a loss to know on what 
possible ground Miller and Nolte 
had voted to “deprive needy chil- 
dren of $14,688." He pointed out 
that all classes of society had in- 
dorsed the request of the Board 
of Children’s Guardians for mon- 
ey, and complained that yesterday's 
session of the Board of Estimate 
was in secret, without opportunity 
for proponents of the increase to 
be heard, 

Brooker suggested that the vote

WASHINGTON, April 30.—

Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, who headed 


the American delegation to the 
conference, presented the docu- 
ment to the President on the south 
grounds of the White House. 

Mr. Hoover is anxious for the 
Senate to act on the pact at this 
session and is expected to send it to 
the Capitol soon, 

The ceremony of presentation 
was brief and unostentatious. In 
the small audience were Secretary 
of the Navy Adams and Senator 
Robinson (Dem.), Arkansas, mem- 
bers of the American delegation, 
and talking motion picture machine 
men, 

The original of the treaty, signed 
by the delegates of the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, 
France and Italy remains in Lon- 
don. 

Delegates at Luncheon. 

After the ceremony, the confer- 
ence delegates were entertained by 
the President at luncheon. As- 
sistant Secretary Cotton of the 
State Department, and Assistant 
Secretary Jahncke of the Navy, al- 
so were present. 

Presenting the treaty to Presi- 
dent Hoover, Secretary Stimson 
said he was honored to hand the 
Chief Executive the treaty con- 
cluded at London and expressed 
regret that some other members 
of the delegatjon could not be 
present. He thanked the President 
for the privilege and honor of par- 
ticipating in the negotiations as 
head of the delegation. 

Replying, the President expressed 
appreciation of the delegation’s ac- 
complishments, 

At the luncheon, it was planned 
to discuss the selection of a date 
for sending the treaty to the Sen- 
ate for ratification. It was re- 
garded as likely that it would be 
transmitted to the Senate not earl- 
ler éhan next Monday, and prob- 
ably. will be accompanied by a spe- 
cial message or a letter of trans- 
mittal. 

Reception for Watson. 


Robinson received an ovation 
this afternoon upon his return to 
the Senate Chamber. 

On motion of Watson of Indiana, 
Republican leader, the Senate took 
a recess and appointed two of its 
members to escort Robinson into 
the chamber. As McNary (Rep.), 
Oregon, and Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, escorted RoDinson to 
the floor, the Senators applauded 
vigorously and then passed in line 
to-shake hands with him. Page 
boys, clerks and officers of the 
Senate joined in the reception. 

Walsh of Montana, the assistant 
Democratic leader, in acknowledg- 
ing the welcome proposed by Wat- 
son, said “That whatever diversity 
of views there may be here on the 
London results, there is universal 
confidence in the sagacity and abil- 
ity of the American delegation to 
that conference to which this body 
contributed two of its most re- 
spected members.” 

Robinson told newsPaper men 
today he thought it would be 
“wholesome” for this country to 
build up to the naval program con- 
templated by the London pact. 

Robinson said the program set 
bforth in the treaty would require 
an expenditure of approximately 
$100,000,000 a year by the United 
States. This country, he asserted, 
would have to build more ships or 
else “abandon our position as a 
naval power.” He added that the 
United States had constructed few 
ships since the war and that most 
of the vessels of the navy were old, 

Before going to the White House 
ceremony, Robinson conferred with 
Senate leaders regarding the 
treaty. Among those with whom, 
he conferred was Senator Swan- 
son of Virginia, the ranking Dem- 
ocrat on the Foreign Relations and 
Naval Committees, who is a factor 

Senate debate on naval affairs. 

Virginian had been keeping his 
silence on thg pact pending talks 
with the delegates. 
Confidence was expressed in 
gome quarters after the meetings

when produced on the floor of the

The letter was addressed to 
Walter Newton, “political secre- 
tary’’ to President Hoover, by As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior 
Joseph Dixon. How it got into the 
files of the Parker case, sent to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
where Sehator McKellar (Dem.) of 
Tennessee urliearthed it, was not 
explained, but it seemed obvious 
that its inclusion there had been 
an inadvertence. 

Justice Sanford died March 10, 
and the Dixon letter was dated 
March 13, which provoked Senator 
Walsh of Massachusetts to remark 
bitterly that “the body could not 
have been very cold when this iet- 
ter was written.” 

Administratfon Senators had been 
contending that no political mo- 
tive had entered into the Presi- 
dent's choice. Fess of Ohio re- 
plied that while he knew nothing 
about the letter, he did not believe 
it had influenced the President's se- 
lection of Parker. 

Text of Dixon Letter. 

Following is the text of the 
letter: 

“Walter H. Newton, 

“The White House. 

“My Dear Mr. Newton: 

“T speak as a native-born North 
Carolina Republican. 

“North Carolina gave President 
Hoover 65,000 majority. In my 
judgment,” it carries more hope of 
future permanent alignment with 
the Republican party than any oth- 
er Of the Southern states that 
broke from their political moorings 
last year. 

“If the exigencies of the situa- 
tion permit, I believe the naming 
of Judge Parker to the Supreme 
Court would be a major political 
stroke. North Carolina has had no 
outstanding recognition by the ad- 
ministration. The naming of Judge 
Parker at this time would appeal! 
mightily to State pride. It would 
be the first distinctive major ap- 
pointment made from the South. 
It would go a long way toward sat- 
isfying the unquestioned feeling 
that the administration has not yet 
recognized the political revolution 
of 1928.

TO USE STOCKADE

Militia Erects Barbed Wire

COLUMBUS, O., April 30.—The 
militia ruled Ohio penitentiary to- 
day after more than @ week of tu- 
mult, climaxed yesterday when 
National Guardsmen entered the 
prison to put down the mutiny that 
followed the death of 320 convicts 
in the fire a week ago Monday. 

With nearly 1000 National 
Guardsmen, led by Col. Robert 
Haubrich, detailed to duty inside 
and outside the prison walls, the 
situation has been quiet since pris- 
on guards fired into the prisoners’ 
ranks and ended an attack on the 
barred doors of ‘‘White City,” the 
Idle House. 

An atmosphere of tensity still 
was evident, however, and the re- 
volting convicts, idle since the fire, 
apparently had not entir@ly aban- 
doned their “passive resistance’’ 
movement by which they hoped to 
bring about the removal of Warden 
Preston E. Thomas. 

After Col. Haubrich had led his 
men into the prison, the staff of 
prison guards went to the outside, 
leaving the soldiers in complete 
charge. A few of the guards re- 
turned today. 

Says Convict Fired First. 

Prison officials were investigat- 
ing a guard’s statement that the 
first shot was fired by a convict. 
Warden Thomas said the guard 
told him that no shooting occurred 
until a bullet came from the direc- 
tion of the cell blocks. 

Two convicts were wounded, one 
seriously, as the bullets scattered 
their ranks. George Tonoff, Tole- 
do, was near death with a_ shot 
through the lung, groin and hips, 
while Jewell Joffa, Lucas County, 
was recovering from a leg injury.

“Just another lawyer” war the 
estimate which Senator Robert’ F.

During the night, two prisoners, 
Jimmie Gordon, alias Edga?’

Both 
entered the penitentiary only a few 
weeks ago. Gé6rdon is serving 15 
to 25 years for robbery and Hano- 
vich, 22, is serving life for murder 
of a Cleveland policeman.

A former War De- 
partment oficial of the Wilson ad- 
ministration, together with six 
other men, was charged with de- 
frauding the Government in cen- 
nection with the sale of surplus 
harness supplies.

INDICATED BY POLL 


Vote in Senate, However, Will

In contrast with his ‘decided 
amazement,” Judge Groner also 
stated, in the same speech from the 
bench, that the harness case had 
been conducted on both sides with 
“fairness and ability.” Consequent- 
ly, both sides were able to derive 
some comfort from today’s reading 
of the transcript. 

An Illuminating Discussion. 

Among the outstanding consti- 

tutional lawyers in the Senate, of 
whom there are several, a belief 
was expressed today that Wagner's 
address would go down in history 
as one of the ablest and most il- 
luminating discussions that the 
Senate has heard since the World 
War, and it was difficult to esti- 
mate its effect upon Senators who 
have been wavering on the ques- 
tion of confirming Parker. 
The speech was. characterized 
throughout by the spirit of liber- 
alism which runs through the opin- 
ions of Justices Holmes and Bran- 
deis and the utterances of such 
great Judges as Benjamin Cardozo 
of New York. It bristled with 
warnings against giving too much 
weight to “the dead hand of prece- 
dent’ and against relying too slav- 
ishly upon the “rigid letter of the 
law.” 

In the Red Jacket case, said the 
speaker, Judge Parker had ‘‘exhib- 
ited an excessively narrow under- 
standing of the proper function of 
legal precedents”; had ignored or 
been ignorant of some of the most 
fundamental principles of law and 
equity, and had displayed a_re- 
markable inability to distinguish 
between two sets of facts that were 
outwardly similar but basically dif- 
ferent. 

“Just another lawyer,” was the 
essence of the judgment which he 
pronounced on the nominee. 

Quoting Chief Justice Hughes’ 
famous epigram—‘the Constitu- 
tion is what the Judges say it is” 
—Wagner declared that, “where 
there is no appreciation of the vital 
issues underlying litigation, no 
amount of legal training or judicial 
experience can supply that fatal 
shortage.” 

The contention advanced by 
President Hoover, Attorney-Gener- 
al Mitchell, and Parker himself, 
that he was constrained to render 
the opinion that. he rendered in 
the Red Jacket case by the prior 
decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Hitchman case, was scathingly 
described by Wagner as “a hollow 
apology.” 

“What did the Supreme Court 
find in the Hitchman case?” he 
went on. “It found the following: 

“First, an anti-union pledge; 
second, a union actuated by a ma- 
licious purpose; third, deception 
and abuse employed by the union 
organizers; fourth, that employes 
were secretly persuaded to join the 
union while remaining at work in 
violation of their contracts.

Agreement Demanded by Some Employers 
Even More Drastic, as in Case of Mine — 
Pledge Upheld by Judge Parker.

WASHINGTON, April 30, — Dis- 
cussion=6t “yellow dog” contracts, 
which has occupied a large share 
of the Senate debate on the con- 
firmation of Judge John J. Parker 
as Justice of the Supreme Court, 
apparently has aroused widespread 
curiosity outside organized labor as 
to the exact nature of such con- 
tracts. 


In general, any agreement signed 
by a person at the time of accept- 
ing employment, whereby the em- 
ploye binds himself not to join a 
labor union while holding that job, 
is known to union labor as a “yel- 
low dog” contract. Some _ coripa- 
nies require all new employes to 
sign such contracts as a con:lition 
of getting the job. 


However, the contracts vary in 
form, some being much more dras- 
tic than others. Chairman Nor- 
ris of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee has in his possession copies 
of “yellow dog’ contracts whereby 
employes not only pledged them- 
selves not to join a union, but 
bound themselves not to talk to 
union men or to discuss their wages 
or working conditions with each 


other, or’ to take any steps looking 
to an improvement in either. In 
every instance the signing of such 
a contract was an indispensable 
preliminary to getting a job with 
the companies employing them. 

In numerous cases the existence 
of such contracts has furnished the 
basis upon which employers ob- 
tained injunctions restraining unions 
from attempting to organize their 
employes, and sometimes restrain- 
ing the employes from joining 
unions. In one such case, the em- 
ployes were restrained by a Federal 
Court order from making known 
their wages or working conditions, 
or even disclosing the fact that 
they had signed “yellow dog” con- 
tracts. 

“Yellow dog” contracts signed by 
nonunion coal miners in the West 
Virginia fields formed the basis for 
a Federal Court. injunction by 
which agents of the United Mine 
Workers were restrained from at- 
tempting peacefully to persuade 
the nonunion miners to join the 
union. This was the injunction 
which Judge Parker upheld as a 
member of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Senator Borah denounced 
the contract as “having no place 
under a free government, or in any 


defensible system of social justice.” 


found an anti-union promise, a 
conspiracy in restraint of inter- 
state commerce, no evidence of de- 
ception or fraud, and men persuad- 
ed to join the union and then quit 
—not a violation of the contracts. 

“The only common point in the 
two cases was the _ anti-union 
pledge. Yet Judge Parker relied 
upon the former case to sustain 
his action in the latter. Moreover, 
his letter to Senator Overman is 
conclusive evidence that to this 
very day he has not emerged from 
under the misapprehension.” 

At another point in his speech, 
Wagner emphasized the impor- 
tance of such decisions on inasti- 
tutions, 

“We are today fully aware,” he 
said, “that the Constitution we live 


‘under and the laws we are judged 


by are not a lifeless set of wood- 
en precepts moved about according 
to the rules of a mechanical logic. 
At least, I should say that the law 
is never that in the hands of great 
judges. The Constitution of the 
United States today is what the 
Judges of the past have made it 
and the Constitution of the future 
will be what the Judges appoint- 
ed in our day will make it, and 
it is, therefore, by the standard of 
makers of the Constitution that 
nominees for the Supreme Bench 
must be judged.” 

The Senator described ag “insuf- 
ferable” Parker’s attitude toward 
the colored race. There Was a4 
“fundamental consistency,” he be- 
lieved, in Judge Parker’s views on 
labor relations and his views about 
the Negroes which “both spring 
from a single trait of character.” 

“Judged by the available record,” 
said Senator Wagner, “he is obvi- 
ously incapable of viewing with 
sympathy the aspirations of those 
who are aiming for a higher and 
better place in the world. His 
sympathies are with those who are 
already on top, and he has used 
the authority of his office and the 
influence of his opinion to keep 


them on top and to restrain the 
strivings of the others, whether 
they be an exploited economic 


group or a minority racial group. 
Ofherwise, would it not be strange 
that the man whose Red Jacket 
Opinion is defended as _ resulting 
from the constraints of a Supreme 
Court precedent should feel s0 
lightly the restraints of the Consti- 
tution itself in his expressed views 
of the colored pedple?” 

Wagner said that the three prob- 
lems of miajor importance new be- 
fore the Supreme Court are: 

1. The limits within which a 
State may exercise its police and 
taxing power. 

2. Public utility valuation 
regulation.,: 

3. What is thc permissible scope 
of action by employed persons for 
the purpose of improving their 
economic interest? 

The solution of such questions, 
he said, calls for more than mere 
knowledge of law books and court 
decisions. It calls for stateécraft, 
vision, sympathy, imagination, and 
a profounds understanding of the 
deep currents which actuate hu- 
man progress. Wagner could see 
not the faintest sign that Parker 
possessed any of them.

Alleging that she suffers anxiety 
because her name appears as signer 
on a large number of wafrantv 
deeds, notes and deeds of trust 
which she executed as a “stra” 
party, Miss Thekla Ludwig, a ste- 
nographer, today filed suit in Cir- 
cuit Court for $20,000 damages 
against Oreon E. Scott and Ruiy- 
mond G. Scott, real estate dealers. 

Miss Ludwig says she - began

She is represented in the actior

she may at some time be required 
to accept the responsibility whick, 
she avers, she unknowingly in- 
curred. It is stated that Miss Lut- 
wig'’s name appears on documents

According to the petition all of 
the deeds of trust, notes and other 
papers were executed by Miss Lud- 
wig, at. the request of the Scott 
brothers ‘without any information 

as to her liability, “in reckléss in- 
diftiienes as to her rights in said 
matter.”

BIRTH CONTROL STODY BEATEN 


IN LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


Lacks Three-Fourth Vote at Louis- 
ville, Ky., Session; Steriliza- 
tion Program Retained. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 30. — 
The fight of Mrs. Chauncey J. 
Hamlin of Buffalo, N. Y., to get 
birth control included in the Na- 
tional Study program of the 
League of Women Voters failed 
yesterday to get the necessary 
three-fourths vote for addition of 
new material. The New York, 
Oregon and District of Columbia 
delegations supported the birth 
control measure, which already has 
the official indorsement of the New 
York League. 

Efforts of the National Board 
to have the study of sterilization 
of the unfit removed from the pro- 
gram was defeated when Mrs. 
Wells P. Eggleton of Newark, N. 
J., led the combined forces of New 
Jersey, Colorado, Connecticut, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, New York and 
Wisconsin for its retention. 

The birth control measure was 
thus definitely disposed of for the 
two-year. period unless it should be 
introduced by resolution on the 
convention floor, in which event it 
would require a two-thirds vote. 

Dr. Broadus Mitchell, noted lib- 
eral of Jchns Hopkins University, 
told the convention yesterday it 
had done nothing more than double 
the vote, and that, so far as their 
cherished “international co-opera- 
tion” projects were concerned, they 
were merely “dissipating their en- 
ergies.”’

FOUR INDICTMENTS 
OF FRISCO EMBEZZLER 


Report of Grand Jury Puts 
Shortage of Oliver D. 
Chalmers at $150,000. 


The indictment\of vent 8g 
former manager of mail ar 
cxpeen traffic for the Frisco Rail- 
road, on charges of embezzlement 
and forgery by the grand jury yes- 
tefday disclosed that the shortage 
in his accounts totaled approxi- 
mately $150,000. 
A preliminary audit made for the 
railroad indicated the shortage was 
$122,700, but subsequent inquiry in- 
creased the total to the present 
estimate, according to E. T. Miller, 
vice president and general counsel 
of the railroad. 
Four indictments were returned, 
two charging embezzlement and 
two charging second degree forg- 
ery. Embezzlement is punishable 
by a penitentiary sentence of two 
to five years and second degree 
forgery by a sentence of from two 
to 10 years. 
When Chalmers was arrested 
April 11 he announced that he 
would plead guilty and was re- 
leased under $40,000 bond. He 
confessed that he had deposited to 
his own. account at the Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney Bank checks 
given to the Frisco by the Post- 
Dispatchy the Globe-Democrat and 
Kansas City Star for carrying news- 
papers in baggage cars. 

During the four years that the 
peculations continued, Chalmers 
said he squandered the money in 
East Side gambling houses, He is 
88 years old and lives at 4530A 
Shenandoah avenue with his wife 
and daughter. 


FORMER NAVY SECRETARY SUED 
FOR $100,000 FOR SLANDER 


Rear Admiral Shoemaker Named 
With Wilbur in Action of Ex- 
Medical Officer. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEWARK, N. J., April 30.—Suit 
for $100,000 damages was filed 
yesterday in Federal Court against 
Curtis D. Wilbur, formerly Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and Rear Ad- 
miral William Rawle Shoemaker, 
retired, by Dr. Leon Banach, Jer- 
sey City physician and former 
medical officer in the navy. The 
complaint alleges slander and libel. 
Banach asserts in his affidsvit 
that he was honorably releas.' 
from the navy and that the . de- 
fendants circulated and published 
libelous and slanderous statements 
which injured his standing, both 
as a physician and a citizen. In ad- 
dition to $109,000 he demands a 
public retraction. 
In his affidavit - Dr. Banach 
quotes a letter, without :tatine to 
whom it was written. The letter 
follows: 
“Dear sir: The Secretary of the 
Navy has asked this bureau to tell 
you that Dr. Leon Banach was sep- 
arated from the naval service on 
April 16, 1919, as he did not seem 
fitted for the service. Dr. Banach 
was not entitled to an “‘10norable 
discharge and did not receive one. 
“By direction of W. R. Shoe- 
maker, T. W. Carr.’’ 
Rear Admiral Shoemaker 
retired in 1927 and now lives in 
San Francisco. Wilbur is now a 
United States Circuit Judge in Cal- 
ifornia. 


AL CAPONE FLIES TO HAVANA 


Friends and Physician With Him; 
Listed as “Retired.”’

HAVANA, April 30.—‘“Scarfuce 
Al” Capone, Chicago gangster, ar- 
rived here yesterday by airplere 
secretly from Miami, Fla., with 
seven «friends and a physician.

By Large Majority, Group Led 
by W. E. Meyer of New 
York Is Defeated. 


The present mAnagement pf the 
St. Louis Southwestern, or otton 
Belt, railroad, was upheld by votes 
representing a large majority of 
the stock, in the annual mecting of 
stockholders at the road's head- 
quarters here today. 

An official announcement of the 
company, given out at the office of 
President Daniel Upthegrove, said 
that Walter E. Meyer of New York, 
a member of the board of direct- 
ors, had experienced @ ‘crushing 
defeat” in his attempt to gain con- 
trol of the railroad through ob- 
taining stockholders’ proxies.

“Last year Meyer claimed com- 
mon stock proxies of more than 
72,000. This year he had coum 
stock proxies of 58,142, whereas 
the management held conmon 
stock proxies of 92,444, thus cnarg- 
ing the relative position with re- 


‘spect to the holders of the common 


stock.”’ 

Harry E. Ward of New York, 
who was elected with Meyer as a 
director last year, by Meyer's 
proxies, did not stand for re-el«c- 
tion. W. W. Cumberland of the 
iirm of Wellington & Co, New 
York, favoring the management. 
was: elected in Ward’s place. 

Meyer sent out a letter to stock- 
holders April 4, asking for their 
proxies, and making charges against 
the Cotton Belt management. The 
management replied in a circular, 
stating that Meyer was planning, 
if he could obtain control, to elect 
T. A. Hamilton to the position of 
president. Hamilton. is a former 
vice president of the Frisco and 
former president of the Interna- 
tional & Great Northern. The 
management reviewed certain ac- 
tions of Meyer and Hamilton, dur- 
ing proceedings before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, which 
were declared in the circular to 
have benefited the Frisco rather 
than the Cotton Belt.

The Rt. Rev. Abbott Censures Com- 
mitte That Tried the Rev. 
Julius Velasco. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Apr. 30. — 
The resignation of Bishop H. F. 
Almon Abbott, of the Episcopal 
is in the 
hands of Presiding Bishop Woolfe 
Perry, as the result of the ec- 
clesiastical trial here last week of 
the Rev. Julius Velasco, of Day- 
ton, Ky. 

Bishop Abbott in a letter to the 
venerable James D. Gibson, presi- 
dent of the standing committee, 
said that he “‘deeply deplored” the 
finding of the court and that he 
considered “‘such findings to be a 
reflection on the integrity of the 
Bishop and of every member of 
the standing committee.” 

The Rev. Mr. Velasco was tried 
on charges of violating a preordi- 
‘nation agreement, that he would 
resign his orders if he married a 
Catholic; conduct unbecoming a 
clergymen, and using defamatory 
language toward his Bishop. The

Scheme and Afraid of 
Gangsters, Fled. 


HID IN THE OZARKS 
MOST OF WINTER 


Met the Dentist Several 
Years Ago When He Was 
Running As a Candidate 


for Congress. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., April 30. 


—Herbert F. Rice, iocal newspa er 
reporter and former pubiisner of a 
Lexington, Mo., weekly, was of- 
fered the role of ‘‘William Folta”’ 
in the amazing $200,000 insurarce 
fraud plot conceived and exccuted 
by Dr. Andrew J. Bass, retired den- 
tist of Columbia. 

Rice congratulates himself nuw 
on the fact that he fled from the 
voice of the tempter, in the person 
of Dr. Bass, and left the tragic 
masquerade to a more avaricious 
and less scrupulous man, William 
R. Pearman, former Columbia au- 


tomobile mechanic. 

Pearman listened to the dentist's 
scheme, donned a wig and posed 
as a wealthy land broker returned 
from the Orient in order io obtain 
$200,000 of life insurance. Then, 
while he dreamed of a share in the 
loot by the substitution of a body, 
he was shot from behind and 
killed. Rice thinks he would have 
died in Pearman’s place had he 
accepted the dentist’s proposal. 

Horrified, Not Suspicious, 


Dr. Bass, in his latest confession } 


which relates that Casper Tillman, 
Osage County moonshiner, killed 
Pearman at the déntist’s command, 
says he previously planned “to use 
Herb Rice, but Rice became sus- 
picious and ran away.” 

Rice says he was not “suspi- 
cious,’”’ but rather horrified when 
Dr. Bass outlined to him his 
scheme to ‘‘make us both rich.” He 
ran away, he admits, and hid for 
most of the winter in the Ozarks 
in fear that the dentist would hire 
gunmen to “take him for a ride” 
because he knew too much of the 
plot that was brewing. 

His account of his experiences 
with Dr. Bass is substantially this: 

In 1924, when he worked in the 
Associated Press bureau at Jeffer- 
son City, Dr. Bass, an old acquaint- 
ance of his father and a candidate 
for Congress, called at the bureau 
and introduced himself. He hired 
Rice to write a speech for him on 
the McNary-Haugen bill and to 
prepare publicity for rural newspa- 
pers. ‘Dr. Bass was defeated and 
business relations ended with the 
dentist’s professing great friendship 
and .deep regard for the newspa- 
per man whenever they met. 

A “Wonderful Job.” 

Last summer, when in financial 
straits, Rice sought out the dentist 
and borrowed money from him. In 
October, out of work in Spring- 
field, Rice learned through his 
father that Dr. Bass had a “won- 
derful job” for him. Rice com- 
municated by wire with the dentist 
and they met in California, Mo. 

With complete confidence !n the 
dentist’s honesty and _ integrity, 
Rice gave what he describes as a 
“blind promise” to help in a real 
estate deal. Dr. Bass had driven 
to California three times before 
he finally confided the details of 
his scheme and then drove to a 
lonely road where he outlined his 
plan, 

“A certain St. Louis gangster is 
on the blacklist,” Dr. Rass related, 
according to Rice. “He is going 
to be bumped off for reascens I 
don't know and don’t care avout. 
But he looks like you, so much 
like you that when I saw him in 
St. Louis a few days ago, I almost 
said, ‘Well, thete’s Herb Rice.’ 

. His Chance to Be Folta.’ 

“Now, since this poor devil has 
to go, we might as well make tome 
money on it. A certain gangster 
and myself have figured it out thir 
way. -You are to go to Kansas City 
and pose as a man of means, using 
the name of William Folta. Fol- 
ta is a man who disapyeared trom 
Martinsburg some yeurs ago and 
his family thinks he is still alive 
We will say that you are Folta and 
that you have been in the Orient 
for a long time. 

“I am going to buy you a rood 
car and all the good clothes you 
can wear and you are tv travel 
around buying real estate. You 
will take out $200,000 of life in- 
surance, using Folta’s history. I'll 
furnish the money. 

“After you take out the insur- 
ance, you will pretend to buy a 
tract of Arkansas land from me 
and assign the insurance to me as 
collateral. You will continue mak- 
ing trips with me for two. cr three 
months until the St. Louis gang 
gets ready to kill their man. When 
they do they will take him out and 
leave him in the car that you have 
been driving. The correspondence 


on him and he will be identif:ed as 
Folta. ‘Then I'll collen the insur. 
ance and we will be rich for 'ife.” 

Rice, who was acquainted with 
| Pearman, was told that if he re- 
fused the opportunity that “a mai 


| you know will snap it up.” He 


promised to telegraph the dentist 
when he was ready tod start and 
left for Sedajia by bus the same 
day, Nov. 13. 

“I had an idea that the entire 
proposition hinged on my striking 
resemblance to the gangste: he 
mentioned,” Rice related today. “Il 
was afraid that:if I refused him, 
he would Le enraged and have his 
gangster friends, if they ever ex- 
isted, put me out of the way. 

“So I kept on the move, going 
from one Ozark town to an-‘her, 
and hiding even from my friends 
and family. -I didn’t know that 
he had hooked Pearman uni) “iI 
read in a newspaper that Pearman 
had been kil'ed.” | 

Rice came out of hiding about 
a month ago and went to work for 
a newspaper here. He is about the 
age of the missing Folta, who is 
37 years old if still living. Pear- 
man, who was 47, managed to de- 
ceive physicians as to his age when 
examined for the insurance by 
wearing a wig. Pearman had been 
told, according to Dr. Bass’ confes- 
sions, that St. Louis gangsters 
would provide a. body which could 
be burned in Péarman’s automo- 
bile and subsequently identified as 
that of the insured man,

WATER PLANT IN 4 YEARS; 216 
PCT. RETURN ON INVESTMENT 


a 


Paid Dividends of $231,000 on Common Stock 


Last Year, With $452,282 Surplus 
Left for Investors. 


The detailed report of the St. 
Louis County Water Co. for 1929 
filed with the State Public Service 
Commission shows that the com- 
pany has proved to be a gold mine 


for its present owners. 


It paid dividends in 1929 § of 
$231,000 on common stock for 
which the holders paid $315,000 


four years ago. After the divi- 
dend disbursement remained a 
surplus of $452,282, the property 
of the common stock holders: This 
was the company’s first common 
stock dividend since it took over 
the water system four years ago, 
but added to the surplus it shows 
total profits of $683,282 in the 
four-year period. Thus the earn- 
ings have amounted to more than 
twice the investment in the com- 
mon stock, actually 216 per cent. 

These earnings were net after 
payment of preferred stock divi- 
dends and interest on bonds. 

As is known, the Commonwealth 
Utilities Corporation of Philadel- 
phia, subsidiary of a large holding 
company, has applied to the State 
Public Service Commission for au- 
thority to buy all the 14,000 shares 
of the water company’s common 
stock, proposing to pay for it $225 
a share, or 10 times the original 
issue price of four years ago. In 
this deal, if it is approved, the pur- 
chasers would pay $3,150,000 for 
stock which cost its present own- 
ers $315,000. 

Sale Opposed at Hearing. 

At a hearing last week this sale 
was opposed by Joseph H. Grand, 
city attorney of University City, 
representing the League of County 
Municipalities, and by City Attor- 
neys tur other county towns, on 
the ground that the total price to 
be paid, $8,350,000 including as- 
sumption of bonds and preferred 
stock ,was so much in excess of the 
Public Service Commission valua- 
tion of the property, about $5,500,- 
000, that it would lead either to 
maintenance of exorbitant rates to 
consumers or to sale of the plant 
to the proposed City of Greater St. 
Louis at an excessive price. 

The commission has taken the 
Commonwealth application and the 
protest, whieh also was joined in 
by the city of St. Louis, under ad- 
visement. The _ statutes provide 
that a sale of a public utility may 
not be made, except with the ap- 
proval of the commission and it 
is understood the consummation of 
this deal depends upon such ap- 
proval. 

It was disclosed by the Post-Dis- 
patch that the water subcommit- 
tee of a citizens’ advisory commit- 
tee working under the City and 
County Metropolitan Development 
Committee, had recommended that 
in the event of merger of the city 
and county, Greater St. Louis 
should either buy the county wa- 


ter plant at a valuation fixed by 
the Public Service Commission, if 
the company would sell at that 
price, or refrain for 15 years from 
competition with the county com- 
pany in the territory now served 
by it. This would have meant the 
miunicipal water system now owned 
by St. Louis and having a capacity 
to serve all of St. Louis County 
could not have been used for that 
purpose, 
Proposal Is Rejected. 

After the Post-Dispatch had 
brought to light these facts and 
the additional fact that St. Louis 
now has the sight to sell water in 
the county; and the county com- 
munities the right to buy it, the 
City and County Metropolitan De- 
velopment Committee at a meeting 
last Friday rejected the water sub- 
committee’s recommendation and 
reopened the matter for further 
study. 

The water company’s report 
shows operating revenues of $980,- 
798 and operating expenses of 
$539,498, leaving an operating re- 
turn of $441,300, about 8 per cent 
on valuation. The company had 
monoperating revenue of $56,031 
from interest and other sources, 
making a total income of $497,331. 

Deductio»rs were $204,000 for in- 
trest on $3,800,000 of bonds and 
$35,019 for miscellaneous items, 
leaving $258,311 net profit avail- 
able for dividends. The 14,000 
shares of preferred stock required 
$84,000 dividends, and the remain- 
der was available for common 
stock. This was added to a pre- 
viously existing surplus and after 
payment of $231,000 dividends on 
common stock there still remained 
a surplus of $452,282. 

Assets Total $6,889,804. 

The balance sheet shows assets 
of $6,889,804, plus accumulated 
depreciation reserve of $575,580. a 
total of $7,465,384. Listed among 
current assets were notes receiv- 
able of $475,000. Among liabili- 
ties was an item of $464,462 for 
deposits made by consumers to ob- 
tain extensions of water service. 

In his protest to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, Grand asserted a 
large part of the company’s phys- 
ical plant had been constructed out 
of money deposited by prospective 
customers, principally by real es- 
tate subdividers, for the purpose 
of obtaining extension of mains. It 
was pointed out this gave the com- 
pany a large amount of working 
capital which cost it nothing, but 
upon which it was entitled to a re- 
turn of seven per cent, the rate ap- 
proved by the Public Service Com- 
mission. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
recently, when the. present com- 
pany was organized to take over 
the property in 1926, the holders 
of common stock in the- predeces- 
sor company divided accumulated 
profits of $1,.050.000.

France Deports <~e a Day Agitators. 
Ry the Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 30.—The French 
Government is holding a _ tight 
rein on May Gay demonstration 
plans.

ROME, April repent “ot raising 
from 10 per cent to 33 per cent 
the retail prices of tobacco, cigar- 


ettes and cigars—sale of which is 
a Government monopoly—Premier 
Mussolini plans to redeem Consoli- 
dated State bonds. 

As the tobacco revenue has 
brought rapidly increasing sums 
into the Government treasury 
since women and girls joined the 
ranks of smokers, it is calculated 
that the higher prices just put in 
force will add $26,200,000 a year 
to the fund for amortization of the 
public debt. 

Measures to swell this fund were 
announced by Mussolini on Easter 
Monday, when he addressed the 
Executive Council of Corporations. 
Smokers were taken 
surprise and failed to lay in stock 
at the old prices. 

The pre-war public debt of Italy 
was $763,600,000 of which $524,- 
000,000 was consolidated and the 
rest redeemable. Today the debt is 
$4,611,000,000, of which $3,668,- 
000,000 is consolidated. 

Italy’s total national wealth is 
given as $26,200,000,000. The 
Treasury pays more than $209,- 
600,000 yearly in 5 per cent interest 
on the Consolidated debt. Under 
the terms of the conciliation pact 
with the Holy See the Italian 
Treasury must pay the Vatican 
State $5,240,000 yearly in bonds. 


BRITAIN TO FIX PERCENTAGE OF 


ENGLISH WHEAT IN EACH LOAF | 


Daily Express Correspondent As- 
serts New Regulations Effecting 
Millers Are to Be Issued.

LONDON, ae 30.—The Agri- 


cultural Correspondent of the Daily 
Express says the British govern- 
ment has definitely decided to es- 
tablish regulations requiring a min- 
imum percentage of British wheat 
flour in every loaf milled in Bri- 
tain. The newspaper says the min- 
imum will be a varying figure and 
that the government's policy will 
shortly be published in the form 
of a governmental “white paper.” 

“IT am told by a reliable author- 
ity that an entirely new method 
for fixing the minimum of English 
wheat in a loaf will be introduced,” 
says the correspondent. “It will be 
based on a system of vouchers of- 
ficially issued to millers when they 
purchase English wheat. By these 
vouchers it will be possible 
check the percentage of home 
grown wheat in relation to im- 
ported wheat the millers have 
handled. 

“The compulsory minimum per- 
centage will vary each year accor- 
ding to the conditions and sup- 
plies of English wheat, and I un- 
derstand that something between 
six per cent and 15 per cent is 
contemplated.” 


BRITISH UNDER COVER AGENT

U. S. Aid to Industry.

WASHINGTON, April 30. 
American business, represented by 


the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, was treated to a mouthful 
of plain talk on the farm problem 
this morning by one of its own 
former leaders. 

The speaker was Alexander 
Legge, chairman of Federal Farm 
Board and former president of the 
International Harvester Co., and 
the occasion was the annual meet- 
ing of the chamber in the capital. 

In so many words Chairman 
Legge told the leaders of business 
it would be through no help of 
theirs if the Government succeeded 
in relieving agriculture. He said 
their attitude had been largely one 
of indifference or open antagonism 
and that most of them had mani- 
fested an interest in co-operative 
marketing “only so long as it didn't 
work.” 

He said he had heard no protest 
from them so long as the Govern- 
ment confined itself to helping the 
manufacturers, railroads, banks 
and other lines of business, but as 
soon as the Government attempted 
to help the farmer it was accused 
of “socialism,” “anarchism” and 
“putting the Government into busi- 
ness.” Financial interests which 
felt obligated to rush to the aid of 
a falling stock market remained 
quite indifferent when confronted 
with the more important problem 
of a collapsing commodity market, 
he declared. 

Challenge to Business Men. 

Departing from his prepared ad- 
dress, Legge challenged members 
of the Chamber to join with him 
in setting up a private organiza- 
tion which would carry on work 
now ‘done by the Farm Board. 
Legge said the proposed organi- 
zation would be free of Govern- 
ment aid. 

“How many of you,” he asked. 
“will match dollar for dollar my 
subscription in helping out such 
an organization? It is not too late. 
The problem is still to be solved.”

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A TYRANNY OF LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

In his special message urging Congress to act 
promptly on his program for more effective criminal 
law enforcement, Mr. Hoover stresses ‘the two condi- 
tions that demand relief.

As to prison congestion, there are now 11,985 pris- 
oners in Federal establishments built for 6946. Dur- 
ing the last nine months—from June 1, 1929, to April 
1, 1930, the number of Federal prisoners in Federal 
and state institutions has been increased by 6277. 

The President puts the proposition mildly when he 
says that “there: must be extension of Federal pris- 
ons, with a more adequate parole system and other 
modern treatanent of prisoners.”

The President ignores 
the fact that Congress has not reacted favorably té 
the Law Enforcement Commission’s suggestion par- 
tially to abolish trial by jury and the constitutional 
guarantee against double jeopardy by conferring lim- 
ited judicial powers on United States Commissioners. 
It appears, too, that Mr. Hoover fails to perceive 
that if court congestion should be effectually relieved 
by the devices of his Law Enforcement Commission, 
or by the courageous but expensive method of mul- 
tiplying our Federal courts, the other major problem 
—that of prison congestion—will necessarily be in- 
tensified and magnified. Our present inadequate 
court facilities have swamped our prison capacity, 
and Attorney-General Mitchell is quoted as saying 
that “we cannot hope te enforce the laws unless we 
have some point of reception for convicted persons.” 
But if we create more courts or devise a swifter sys- 
tem for convicting, with what sort-of prison con- 
struction program will the country be confronted? 
Must we have.a cell for every citizen, or, at least, for 
every other citizen? Is that the price of law enforce- 
ment, and does the administration recommend it? 
Mr. Hoover is, in our opinion, prescribing a super- 
ficial and dangerous remedy for a grave organic 
problem. More courts—more convictions—more pris- 
oners—more prisons—niore fanatically inspired laws 
pouring more victims into the courts—such is the 
vicious spiral of the national policy as to law en- 
forcement. 
The tyranny of such a policy can have but one 
ending. 
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PRESENTING MR. HYDE.

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DAYLIGHT SAVING. : 

Daylight saving for St. Louis is proposed in a bill 
introduced yesterday by Alderman Chauncey J. Krue- 
ger. Every year the suggestion is made in one form 
or other, and the debates that have ensued have 
wrung the subject dry. In general, the change in 
time is favored by business men, who find them- 
selves inconvenienced by the disparity between St. 
Louis and New York and other cities which have set 
the clocks ahead during the summer months; it is 
also favored by office workers, who crave additional 
daylight for purposes of recreation. Opposition was 
once led by owners of open air movie theaters, but 
with the advent of cooling systems and the talkies, 
the airdome, except in a few instances, has died a 
natural death. There remains the Municipal Theater, 
however, whose performances must await the com- 
ing of dusk. 

But the main opposition to daylight saving comes 
from the great numbers of St. Louisans whose work 
compels them to get up early in the morning. The 
crux of their argument is that the climate of St. 
Louis is not suitable for the changed time. Our sum- 
mers, unlike those of Chicago, New York and other 
cities, are characterized by hot nights, especially by 
long, warm evenings. If the clock is moved up, early 
risers must go to bed before it begins to cool off; 
moreover, they must get up at the coolest time of 
day. It is an argument that deserves respect, espe- 
cially since the objectors are mainly persons whose 
work is of a physically exhausting nature. 

Last year's daylight saving campaign aroused 
such widespread interest that the Chamber of Com- 
merce decided to test the city’s sentiment with a 
Straw vote. It resulted in @ defeat of daylight sav- 
ing by a count of 8062 to 6206. Nothing has occurred 
in the interim to warrant the belief that St. Louis 
feels differently about it. This newspaper, which had

is of the nature of quibbling. In the final analysis, 
the success or failure of the reformatory to achieve 
the purpose for which it was authorized will not hang 
upon a difference of 13 miles. 

In the meantime, conditions at the penitentiary are 
in serious case. A month ago a mutinous condition 
was quelled by the use of stern discipline and some 
discriminating use of blunt instruments. The unrest 
of the prisoners was deemed dangerous enough to 
warrant calling out the National Guard, which for 
some time stood in readiness outside the walls. 
new stone wall at the gate is being constructed to 
improve the defense of the institution against future 
prison breaks. It is obvious Missouri must take 
immediate steps to correct a condition which has 
been caused largely by intolerable overcrowding, over 
4000 convicts being packed into an institution de- 
signed for 2600. 

Ohio prison is a vivid object lesson. At that char- 
nel house the prisoners are in mutiny ever since 
more than 300 men were suffocated to death in their 
cells. Official stupidity and overcrowding have goad- 
ed the inmates to frenzy and yesterday, when a group 
of them stormed the guardhouse in an attempt to 
escape, they were fired on by guards and militia- 
men. We do not want Missouri to duplicate the éx- 
perience of Ohio, Colorado, New York and other 
places where prison riots have resulted in blood- 
shed recently. 
The reformatory will provide room eventually for 
approximately a thousand prisoners. Unless legal 
obstacles intervene, work on its construction can be 
begun the moment a decision is made as to the site. 
If the committee’s choice is rejected, many months 
may intervene before another site is found which will 
answer the many necessary qualifications. An 
emergency confronts the State, and time cannot be 
spared to haggle over a problem for which a good 
solution is at hand. We hope the State will prompt- 
ly accept Farm No. 3 and go ahead with the build- 
ing plans. 
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DISARMED GERMANY’S ADVANTAGE. 

Germany labors under a heavy burden of repara- 
tions payments, but as George McK. McClellan points 
out in Current History, it is paying less for repara- 
tions than other nations are for armament. He says: 
<'* By simple arithmetic it is easy to see that in 
industrial and commercial power the German 
Reich will presently excel both France and En- 
gland. Under the Young plan the total German 
reparation payments are $488,000,000 per year, of 
which $157,000,000 is unconditional. As against 
that the French military budget is now $523,- 
000,000, the British $547,000,000 and our own for 
next year, $741,000,000. 
Germany’s expenditure for armament is practically 
nil, as the result of the Versailles treaty denying to 
her an army and navy. That was intended as a pun- 
ishment; it is proving to be a boon. Germany is 
saving the immense sums being spent elsewhere for 
wat purposes, and is at the same time developing 
her industries at a necessarily rapid rate to pay for 
reparations, a development which will pay rich’ divi- 
dends once the reparations bill is settled. 


PARING THE WIDOW’S MITE. 

Human lives and human welfare are involved in 
the reduction of $14,688 which the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment has made in the appropria- 
tion sought by the Board of Children’s Guardians. 
This cut was made despite approval of the full 
amount by the Board of Aldermen. This reduction 
may not appear important when considered with the 
millions in the municipal budget, or in view of the 
$218,000 it is proposed to grant. But the requested 
total was confputed on bare minimum needs, with no 
inflation for bargaining purposes or extras. And 
$14,688 is a large sum when figured in terms of ad- 
vances on rent to widows and bottles of milk for or- 
phans, two of the many humanitarian purposes for 
which it would be used. 

St. Louis, in its relief to destitute orphans and 
children of impoverished widows, allows less than 
5 cents a year per capita of total population, among 
the lowest in the country, while Boston spends 89 
cents and New York City $1.08. Of course, St. Louis 
can aid far fewer children and mothers than other 
cities, and so severe was the stringency last year.

SCUTTLING THE EFFICIENCY BOARD. 

It was naive of the Board of Aldermen to vote se- 
cretly when it cut-off the appropriation of the Effi- 
ciency Board. Hostility to the board has been so 
open around the city hall that for the city fathers to 
pull the shades down while they cut the throat of 
this charter ideal was only a comic gesture. 

Public opinion was hardly flattered by the pre- 
caution. Unlike the Complaint Board, another ideal 
of the charter which proved impracticable and was 
abandoned, the Efficiency Board could perform a use- 
ful public service if the politicians would permit it 
to do so. It is supposed to examine applicants for 
municipal places, and they should be examined. Civil 
service is as important to the municipal as to any 
other unit of government. 

The E€ficiency Board has been in a bad way ever 
since Mayor Miller entered the city hall. It nat- 
urally stood in the way of politicians, but when it 
also got in the Mayor’s way the jig was up. The 
Board of Aldermen would have stood by it had the 
Mayor stood by it. Meanwhile, the community can 
only hope that when a Mayor who is himself efficient 
gets into the city hall the Efficiency Board will come

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AND MR. HOOVER WANTS MORE LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


The Reformatory Site 


Location of new prison for first offenders, badly needed to relieve congestion, 
has become a matter of debate; official committee favors site near Algoa, seven 
miles from Jefferson City, which has been pronounced ideal from many angles: 
objections to it, raised in certain quarters, are herewith analyzed and answered. 


BIJECTION has been raised to locating 
(ix new Intermediate State Reformatory 
within a 20-mile limit of Jefferson City. 
The Penal Board is considering the pur- 
chase of 319 acres seven miles from the 
State capital to make usable an adjoining 
farm already owned by the State, but the 
local community has not and would not 
take any part in the location of the re- 
formatory unless assistance were desired 
by the State. The institution should, in 
my opinion, be placed where it will best 
serve the purposes for which it was created. 
After examining over 20 proposed loca- 
tions, all outside the 20-mile limit of Jef- 
ferson City, it has been fuund that the one 
most advantageous in soil test, diversity of 
farming land, water, drainage, transporta- 
tion and cost is the farm already owned 
by the State near Algoa, about seven miles 
from Jefferson City and three miles from 
Osage City. On this tract of 450 acres the 
State has expended nearly $100,000 for land 
and improvements. The cost of the adjoin- 
ing tract of 319 acres would be from $30,- 
000 to $33,000. In order to meet a technical 
requirement of the law which the Attor- 
ney-General has decided makes the pur- 
chase of more real estate mandatory, the 
farm at Algoa may be used for operation, 
but the buildings must be erected on ground 


to be purchased. 


The question is whether 20 miles as op- 
posed to seven would be effective in over- 
coming the objections to this location. 

The reasons assigned for this objection 
are: 


1. It would deprive the State of a dairy 
farm on which convicts are now employed 
and from which milk is obtained for the 
penitentiary. 


2. The traditions and discipline of the 
huge prison would inevitably penetrate 
the new institution. 


I 
3. The public would confuse prisoners 
from the reformatory with prisoners from 
the penitentiary, thus increasing the dif- 
ficulties of adjustment for young men 
paroled from the reformatory. 


Out of 4100 convicts in the penitentiary 
only 14 find employment in running the 
dairy on the Algoa farm. These men will 
be supplanted with a like number or more 
of inmates shifted from the penitentairy to 
the reformatory. They will run the same 
dairy and furnish the milk to the same 
consumers as before the transfer. 

The only way in which the discipline and 
traditions of the prison could penetrate the 
reformatory would be through the common 
management of the two by the one board 
or through the transfer of inmates from 
the one to the other. Neither of these dan- 
gers could be avoided by the 20-mile limit 
since both are required by the law regard- 
less of the extent of separation. 

The third objection fails to take into ac- 
count the plan of the Pena] Board to es- 
tablish at the new reformatory a separate 
postoffice and railway station where in- 
mates and visitors may arrive and depart 
without reference to any other town. It

There is some question whether the re- 
formatory act would have been adopted or 
an appropriation made therefor, if it had 
not been for the overcrowded condition of 
the penitentiary. We find a good part of 
the public already thinking of the reforma- 
tory in terms of prison relief. Institu- 
‘tions of this kind have not been 100 per 
cent successes in all states. In some of 
them they cost large sums for operation. 
If at any time in the future Missouri should 
decide to change its policy in regard to 
penal institutions there would be an im- 
portant salvage of investment near to Jef- 
ferson City which might not be so easily 
realized at a distant point.

The law requires that convict labor from 
the penitentiary shall be used as far as 
possible in the erection of buildings. Un- 
doubtedly the gain from this saving will 
diminish with the separation from the base 
of supply. The inmates of the reforma- 
tory may not be used outside the institu- 
tion except on work about the river front 
and otherwise at the State capital. This 
provision of the law does not seem to im- 
ply removal far from Jefferson City. 

Sight should not be lost of the fact that 
the $750,000 is not to complete the in- 
termediate reformatory. It is but a begin- 
ning. The investment may eventually be 
much greater. It is important that we pro- 
ceed according to sound policies. 

As to the atmosphere which may carry 
Over from the one institution to the other, 
this would appear to be more a matter of 
management than of location. Within one 
town or city may be found in close prox- 
imity various classes of population, and con- 
ditions of society but they do not neces- 
sarily contaminate each other, especially if 
there is a well defined purpose to keep 
the two separate in kind and character.

I am giad to say for Gov. Caulfield and 
the Penal Board that they have given every 
evidence of a desire to administer this law 
sympathetically and intelligently. Their 
call for an advisory committee is proof that 
they are anxious to proceed cautiously and 
yet promptly. An emirent architect is to 
be employed, one with wide experience in 
the planning of vocational buildings. Con- 
sultation has already been had with the 
best sources of expert knowledge regarding 
the development of reformatories.,

hillsides in Forest Park. Then it 
began to rain. The buds stayed 
tightly closed under the pelting 
drizzle for one day, two, a third— 
and then the sun came out and the 
white flowers opened in snowy 
multitudes. 


With them came the violets that 
sprinkle the grassy banks of every 


wood, jucent shadbush, 

redbud, shone in Missouri |woods. 
Trees barren and almost black on 
Tuesday were richly emerald by 
Thursday. Spring rose full-blos- 
soming. 

Chinese magnolias had  Iifted 
their fragrant cups soOme days ear- 
lier on many St. Louis lawns. Frost 
returned, and the petals turned 
brown and fell. Plum-blossoms 
started to open, and a late snow- 
flurry plundered them. 

Spring in the city already had 
lost its brightest garment, the 
forsythia or golden bell. In other 
years it lit up every corner’ of ev- 
ery park and hundreds of St. 
Louis lawns. This year the buds 
were frost-bitten and only those 
flowered which had been covered 
by the snow bianket. Peach-buds 
had peen killed by cold. 


Repairing the Damage. 

Not only the buds of forsythia 
had suffered, Shaw’s Garden ex- 
perts found. Many of the branches 
had been frozen. So had branches 
of spirea or bridal wreath, honey- 
suckle and hibiscus. Even the 
trees—notably willows and flower- 
ing cherries—had suffercd. 

For a month one crew at the 
garden has been devoted to prun- 
ing out dead wood and cutting back 
hundreds of shrubs at the roots. 
And the work is only well begun. 
Every few steps along the garden 
walks is a plot thus ravaged. Heaps 
of brown dead shrubs wait to be 
hauled away and burned. 

Deutzia, tamarack, amorpha or 
“false indigo” California privet, 
roses and 75 per cent of the weige- 
lias had to be cut off at the ground. 
Larkspur, veronicas and other per- 
ennials did not suffer ag did the 
err the 


by the snow. 

Lawns seeded in late fall were 
killed, but spring lawns came 
through, although lack of early 
rain prolonged germination, to the 
alarm of many backyard garden- 
ers. Fall-sown Washington bent 
grass at the garden survived the 
winter in perfect condition, and 
20,000 square feet of this “best St. 
Louis grass” now borders tke gar- 
den walks. 

Wild plum and redbud have 
passed, but now the hills are bright 
with dogwood and white wild cher- 
ry, wild crab blossoms linger. May 
apples in Forest Park and country 
woods shade their waxen white 
cups, though some already bear 
the fruit. 


Spring in Forest Park. 


Leaves still have their freshness, 
and ruddy young oak leaves add 
depth to nature’s palette. Purple 
hovers over the hills, and from the 
valleys raises the blue wood-smoke 
of spring clearing. 

Tiny buttercups gleam along the 
brooks in Forest Park, and a larger 
variety on the upper slope. Cla- 
tonias and violets bloom in thou- 
sands. Wild strawberries are in 
bloom in the native tangle of the 
southwestern section. The pale 
early bluets are gone, but a larger 
and bluer kind is still to come. 
Snowballs and bridal wreath are 
blooming throughout the parks and 
residential sections. The remain- 
ing 25 per cent of the weigelias 
are striving handsomely to make 
up for the froz@p 75 per cent. 
Beyond the city, the “Indian 
paint-brush” is almost startlingly 
scariet. With it bloom the Jack- 
in-the-pulpit, the white clusters of 
ground plums and the bright yel- 
low baptisia. Sweet Williams are 
underfoot. Viburnum or Diack 
haws and the Hawthorne or red 
haws, Missouri's State flower, are 
at their snowy finest for May-day. 
Violets—white, yellow, pansy or 
bicolor, birdsfoot and 57 varieties 
of common blue—are blooming a 
plenty that seems unusual. But, as 
John Kellogg of Shaw's Garden, 
noted wild flower collector, puts it, 
“There's an ‘unusual’ lot of violets 
every year.”

LEGGE REBUKES 
BUSINESS MEN 
ON FARM ISSUE 
Continued From Page One. 


from business interests to match 
every dollar put up by Mr. Lezge 
to engage in a study of the farm 
situation.” Barnes is chairman of 
the board of the Chamber. 

He said: “The Chamber bas tried 
to do something for co-operative 
marketing along sound lines. It 
does not consider as being on sound 
lines an effort to undermine pri- 
vate initiative and motive power.” 

Barnes said he held the opinion 
that through present Federa! ef- 
forts “a great marketing structure 
is being steadily undermined ” 

Seldom in the years ot its ex- 
istence have the members of the 
chamber lIistenea to such blunt 
speech as Legge’s on an outstand- 
ing question, As usual, the big, 
sandy-haired chairman main- 
tained a pléasant demeanor, but 
his words cracked and sizzlied as 
he procéeded to. give his former 
essociates of the business world a 
piece of his mind. 

First, he reminded them that the 
commission headed by Charles 
Nagel of St. Louis, jointly author- 
ized by the chamber and the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
in 1927 to make a study of the 
farm problem, had reported as 
follows: “If private business and 
banking interests do not consider 
it necessary or worth while to aid 
in agricultural stabilization, their 
objections to the entrance of Gov- 
ernment into the banking business 
will naturally lose much of their 
force.” 

As a resylt of this report, the 
chamber in 1928 indorsed the prin- 
ciple of co-operative marketing. 

“I am sure,” Legge went on, 
“that most of you will cheerfully 
admit you know more about the 
farm problem than I do. Many of 
your members have made _ that 
quite clear. If it be true, it is a 
severe indictment of your organ- 
ization, which, having full informa- 
tion, failed to do anything to rem- 
edy the situation. Certainly there 
has been no constructive action on 
the part of the Chamber of Com- 
merce looking toward permanent 
improvement. 

“Your attitude generally has 
been one of indifference, if not 
antagonism, many of you have re- 
garded the farm problem as 
something which, like the poor, we 
have always with us, and have 
discussed it in the spirit of the 
housewife toward the servant 
problem—that is, that it must be 
endured unless one is to do the 
work oneself. 

“Of course, there have been 
public expressions of sympathy for 
the farmer, but be sure in express- 
ing this fecling you have reached 
for the dollar in your own pocket 
instead of the penny in his. 

“For a period of years follow- 
ing the deflation of 1920 and 1921, 
you probably had some justifica- 
tion for the belief that the rest of 
the country could go on being 
happy and prosperous regardless 
of the wretchedness and misery of 
those who were producing your 
food supplies. Anyhow, other 
business did prosper to a measure- 
able extent. In the present de- 
pression, however, there is  evi- 
dence that one of the prime cause 
of unemployment and lack of busi- 
ness activity is the lack of farm 
purchasing power. 

Cites Lumber Depression. 

“Many of the lumber mills of 
the country are closing; others are 
operating part time, and few if 
any of them are breaking even on 
the proposition: all due to a very 
sharp decline in the consumption 
of lumber in the country, Why 
does this curtailment amount to 
almost cessation in farm buying? 
The answer is that under condi- 
tions existing {n recent years and 
still prevailing there is nothing to 


his property. 

“One modern improvement on 
which the farmer has kept strictly 
up-to-date is the farm mortgage. 
Most of them have that. The mort- 
gages On farm land made 10 years 
ago are almost universally re- 
newed on a lower appraised value 
and cases are all too frequent that 
where a man borrowed 50 per cent 
of the often appaised value of the 
land, he is now confronted with a 
new appraisal 50 per cent of the 
former one, which, with the same 
margin of safety to the lender, 
means that the amount of the loan 
is cut in half. ' 

“After many years of discussion 

and deliberation Congress finally 
passed the Agricultural Marketing 
act which many of you people are 
now branding as ‘socialistic,’ or 
‘anarchistic,’ and complaining of 
interference with the present sys- 
tem of handling certain commodi- 
ties. It is rather difficult for us to 
see how progress can be made to- 
ward improvement in the agricul. 
tural marketing situation without 
necessitating some readjustment of 
existing conditions.” 
After remarking that the public 
generally, including jnost business 
men, apparently indorsed the the- 
ory of the farm bill when it was 
passed, Legge continued: 

“I am sorry to say that a good 

many of your members were for 
the principal of co-operation only 
sO long as it didn’t work. When it 
became apparent that a means had 
been provided whereby the farmer 
like other producers, would have 
& voice in determining the sale 
price of his commodities, the ef- 
fort was branded as ‘Government 
price fixing,” ‘putting the Govern- 
ment in business,’ and so on, ad 
nauseum.” 
The anxiety of business interests 
for a higher protective tariff on 
manufactured products, and for 
Government aid to banking and 
transportation, was contrasted with 
their attitude toward Government 
aid to agriculture, in the chair- 
man’s next sentence. 
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disadvantage in which the farmer 
found himself. We do not com- 
plain of this, but we do contend 
that the farmer is entitled to aid 
fromthe same source, so that he 
may take care of himself in an 
economic system which has been 
built up so largely by economic 
favors.” ' 
What Farmers Want, — 

* Pointing out that farm families 
constitute nearly one-third of the 
population, Legge declared that 
most of them had been “producing 
and selling blindly as individuals,” 
with the result that very few of 
them had any voice in determining 
the price of their products. He in- 
quired how long industry would re- 
main solvent under such  condi- 
tions. 

“What the farmers are trying to 
do, with farm board assistance, is 
to apply the same methods and 
principals to their industry that 
you adopted in your business long 
ago,”” he said. “If those methods 
were good for you fellows they 
are good for the farmer.” 

The action of the Farm Board 
in entering the market to stabilize 
the price of wheat was warmly de- 
fended by Chairman Legge, who 
said the board had done _ for 
farm commodities what banks and 
business interests did for the 
security market at the time of the 
stock crash. 

“Do you think you have any less 
interest in the commodity market 
than the stock market?’ he asked. 
“T nave heard no criticism of the 
efforts made to check demoraliza- 
tion in the security market. But 
when a similar demoralization oc- 
cured in the commodity market 
farmers had neither the money or 
organization to meet the situation. 
In furnishing both, the Farm 
Board performed as valuable, or a 
more valuable, servige to the coun- 
try than those who saved the stock 
market.” 

The work of the board, Legge as- 
serted, does not consist of putting 
the government into business. Its 
purpose is to place agriculture in a 
position where it can do for itself 
what industry, with government 
aid, already has done for itself. 

Daniel A. Millett, Denver stock- 
man and banker, in addressing the 
Chamber, attacked the Farm 
Board and the agricultural mar- 
keting act as part of a fantastic 
dream of stabilization,” and urged 

e repeal of the act.

Hyde Makes Fiery Speech. 

Hyde miade a fiery extempora- 
neous defense of the agricultural 
marketing act and the Farm Board 
before the Chamber. He was not 
listed as a speaker but arose after 
attacks had been made on the 
board. 

He said much of the opposition 
to the board’s activities on behaif 
of the farmer was due to “covet- 
ousness” and the “fat-headed, self- 
satisfied desire to be content with 
things as they are.” 

Hyde’s speech was directly op- 
posed to previous discussions by 
members of the Chamber, but ‘vas 
applauded. He said the marketing 
act had been misinterpreted before 
the Chamber. 

“The board has made no attempt 
to peg prices,” he said, “and price 
fixing is no part of its program. It 
does propose, however, to try to 
influence production.” 

Hyde praised President Hoover's 
activities on behalf of the farmer, 
asserting that he “thanked God he 
was serving a chief who sees 
through mistakes to the weifaro of 
27,500,000 Americans.” 

Farm Board’s Mistake. 

“The Farm Board in making

“Congress Behind Bill.” 

Congressman Fort of New Jersey, 
a Republican member of the com-.

said Congress would stand squarely 
behind it. 


“If the Chamber of Commerce 
wants the law repealed or amend- 
ed,” he said, “the proper action of 
the organization is to suggest an 
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alternative that will improve the 
work of our hands.” 

Fort described the marketing act 
as a step by Congress looking to- 
ward provision for agriculture of 
“real economic equality before the 
law with industry.”’

Employers’ Board Makes Sur- 
vey of Best Methods of Pre- 
venting Lay-Off. 


NEW YORE, April 30.—Ameri- 
can industry is searching for meth- 
ods to stabilize employment. The 
results of a’ survey has just been 


trial Conference Board, entitled 
“Lay-off and Its Prevention.” 
That fluctuation in a working 
force causes. expense is increasingly 
realized by employers and has led 
them to a new attitude toward lay- 
off, which Has come to be regarded 
as a last resort. Uneven operation 
which prevents plants from utiliz- 


ing their full productive capacities, 
loss of the special skill of those 
who are laid off, and the cost of 
training new employes make up, it 
has been found, a bill of striking 
proportions. 

More than half of the companies 
which reported their procedure to 
the Conference Board named sea- 
sonal fluctuation as the chief cause 
for lay-offs. The fruit and vege- 
table canning industry, dependent 
upon growing crops which mature 
within a comparatively limited pe- 
riod, and apparel! industries largely 
dependent on style factors, are typ- 
ical examples. As a reason for lay- 
effs, 37.5 per cent of the companies 
reported business depression and 
28.7 per cent cited increased effi- 
ciency gained through the intro- 
duction of new machinery or wage 
incentives, or a change in produc- 
tion methods. Weather conditions, 
consolidations and inability to get 
raw materials were among the 
other circumstances necessitating 
lay-off. 

Methods to Offset Fluctuation. 

Several methods to counteract 
such causes for employment fluctu- 
ation have been devised by progres- 
sive companies. One of the most 
common is to determine in advance 
the probabie amount of output that 
will be required over a year, then 
distribute its production fairly even 
over the 12 months. This is more 
frequently possible than is com- 
monly supposed. Even in handling 
perishable raw materials, new 
methods of storage and refrigera- 
tion have enabled them to be pre- 
served for weeks or months with- 
out deterioration so that their con- 
version into finished products may 
te extended over a longer period. 


BUSINESS BETTER BUT 
NOT UP TO LAST YEAR'S 


Federal Reserve Bank Re- 
ports Unemployment Un- 
changed in April. 


Business in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District developed moder- 
ate. improvement during April as 
compared with March, due mainly 
to seasonal influences, but was con- 
siderably below the volume for 
March or April of last year, accord- 
ing to the monthly business review 
issued by the Federa] Reserve Bank 
here today. 

In virtually all lines, says the 
review, sales were smaller during 
March than during the correspond- 
ing month of 1929 and also below 
the March average for the past five 
years. A number of industries 
which ordinarily increased activi- 
ties during March and April failed 
to show any upward trend. 

Unfavorable weather during 
| March and the lateness of Easter, 
the review said, had a fendency to 
hold down retail trade: and the 
same causes naturally reacted ad- 
versely in wholesale lines. An im- 
portant factor in the curtailment 
of business was the general dispo- 
sition of buyers to purchase almost 
exclusively on a necessity basis, 

Little variation in the rate of 
operations at iron and steel plants 
was noted by the bank’s observers. 
The estimated melt of pig iron and 
scrap in March was about the same 
as in February ,but measurably be-

Mrs. Florence Klingen- 
smith” Was ‘Knocked 
Unconscious When 
She Made Her First 
Parachute J ump, but 
That Didn't Stop Her 
—Recently Set Un- 
official Record of 143 
Loops in Her Plane. ' 


This is the seventh of a series 
of interviews with noted women 
flyers by a Post-Dispatch writer, 
| in which the ladies tell how they 
got into aviation and relate 
some of their interesting and 
thrilling experiences. 


RS. FLORENCE KLINGEN- 
M SMITH, the only woman fly- 

er in North Dakota, who re- 
cently took her tiny monoplane, a 
flash of brilliant red and yéliow, 
up over Hector Airport, at Fargo, 
and turned 143 loops, is out to win 
new laurels. Her loop stunt set 
an unofficial mark but § Mrs. 
Klingensmith -will load up with 
gas one of these days soon, climb 
into the sky and do it all over 
again. She believes she can: bet- 
ter her first attempt. 

Telegrams, letters, long distance 
telephone and radio messages have 
poured in on Mrs. Klingensmith 
Since she came smilingly out of 
the air, after having made her 
looping record. Flattering offers 
are coming from airplane com- 
panies, but she’ hasn’t made up her 
mind about any of them yet. Her 
first concern is.to set a consecu- 
tive loop record that will leave no 
room for doubt. 

The North Dakota woman made 
& perfect landing after her flight, 
stepped out of her plane amid the 
cheers of the spectators and said 
she was neither sick nor dizzy dur- 
ing the flight. She took off at 9:06 
a. m., went into her first loop at 
9:18; had completed her 46th loop 
at 9:31, and at 9:59 had accom- 
plished the 100th, landing after the 
143rd. 

She had lost all count of the 
loops and when informed of the 
number, cried: 

Wow—TI didn’t think I was over 
one hundred. I didn’t mind it at 
all. The pressure on the back of 
my neck was terrible, but I didn’t 
get dizzy or sick once. I was good 
for another hundred,” 

Ten’ judges timed and counted 
the loops, agreeing on the record 
made. 

Mrs. Klingensmith made her 
first solo filght on June 22, 1928.

Leaving 
in her junior year, she went to 
live in the morthern Minnesota 
woods with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. G. kK. Gunderson, now of 
Bismarck, N. D. One day she ran 
away from home and hopped a 
freight train to Fargo and there 
found a job as a nurse girl. She 
quit this plave to drive a laundry 
delivery truck and kept at that for 
two years. Her brother George, 
had come to Fargo in the mean- 
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time and purchased a motor cycle. 
It was on this machine that she 
did her first flying. She doesn’t 
remember the exact distance of the
